In 1927, Walt Disney was pro- 
ducing a cartoon series featuring 
"Oswald the Lucky Rabbit." 
When he went to New York ear- 
ly the next year to negotiate with 
his distributor for additional 
funds for a second season of the 
cartoons, he discovered that he 
had lost the rights to Oswald. 
The distributor hoped to con- 
tinue the series in his own studio 
for less money—and without 
Walt Disney. Walt realized that 
he would have to come up with 
a new cartoon character, but he 
also vowed that from then on he 
would own all of the rights to 
any character he created. 


A Talented Colleague 
Traveling home from New York 
on the train, Walt began con- 
sidering which animals might 
make good cartoon characters. 
Many legends have emerged 
about the beginnings of the idea 
of Mickey Mouse, but one fact is 
certain: when Walt got home to 
Hollywood he sat down with his 
chief animator, Ub Iwerks, and 
together they created Mickey 
Mouse. Walt had originally met 
Ub when they were youths in 
Kansas City, Missouri. After Walt 
left for Hollywood and was able 
to start a cartoon studio there, he 
persuaded Ub to join him. Ub 
was a masterful artist, and he did 
the actual first drawings of 
Mickey Mouse, while Walt re- 
fined Mickey and gave him his 
personality. 


The Whistle of a

Ub Iwerks began animating 
Mickey Mouse cartoons while 
Walt searched for a buyer. But

Mickey Mouse appeared in color 
for the first time. In 1932, Walt 
Disney was presented with his 
first of many Academy Awards 
—a special Oscar for the creation 
of Mickey Mouse.

As America went to war in the 
1940s, the Disney characters were 
active in maintaining morale on 
the home front, but they also ap- 
peared on over 1,200 insignias 
created by the Disney Studio for 
military units. The crowning hon- 
or, however, was that "Mickey 
Mouse" was selected as the code- 
word for D-Day. 


Who's the Leader 
of the Club... 
Television gave a big boost to the 
popularity of Mickey Mouse with 
the debut of the Mickey Mouse 
Club in 1955. Starring a group of 
talented Mouseketeers, the show 
soon became one of the most 
popular children's series of all 
time, and reintroduced the 
Mickey Mouse cartoons to a 
whole new generation.

As plans progress for a 
new animation facility as part of 
the Disney/MGM Studios in 
Florida, there is talk of new 
Mickey Mouse cartoons.

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Musicis the answer 


The question? What sort of fami- 
ly entertainment is natural for 
children and parents to enjoy 
together? 


M usic is the one medium 
whose message is for all 
ages. Just ask Raffi, whose new 
concert premieres on The Dis- 
ney Channel on October 29 at 
6:00 p.m.

= When kids are bored

hen a child says, "I'm 

bored," parents usually 
struggle to offer suggestions of 
things to do. “Don t,” says Janice 
Foster, M.A., a Canoga Park, Cal- 
ifornia, certified educational 
therapist. “A child needs to learn 
to self-start, to problem-solve. 
Say something like, ‘I’m sorry to 
hear you're bored. What are you 
going to do about it?' 

"Every child's task is to master 
the environment. To encourage 
this mastery," Foster continues, 
"parents have to allow the child 
an adequate amount of time to 
explore...without providing struc- 
tured activity or answers all the 
time." Such freedom is nec- 
essary at each stage of a child's 
development, whether he or she 
is learning to walk, talk or add 
and subtract. 


The child playing in the back- 
yard may spend an hour staring 
at the sky, and come into the 
house to ask why clouds move 
more quickly today than they 
did yesterday. Wasted time? Not 
at all, Foster points out. "This is 
how the child learns about the 
world: by observing, by inter-

acting," she says. 

Foster says she sees very 
busy, tightly scheduled children 
who are bored. "These children 
are overly programmed and run 
ragged, with no decision-making 
opportunities within the sched- 
ule." If Blake wants to play with 
his friend down the street, he 


can't. He's got soccer at 4:00, 
and a piano lesson at 6:00. 

Dr. Helen Lederer, a Southern 
California pediatrician, feels that 
today's parents are living hectic 
lives and that many, especially 
those who have conflicting feel- 
ings about the fact that they 
work, may be overcompen- 
sating. "They try to make the 
time they have with their chil- 
dren productive time, and com- 
mit themselves to reading, flash 
cards, and buying all the right 
toys," she says. "The kids have 
experienced so much education 
and so much structure by the 
time they get into kindergarten, 
they're bored," says Lederer. 

"It's the parents' job," she con- 
tinues, "to provide the tools for 
kids to entertain themselves." 
This can include a craft box with 
paint, markers, crayons, glue,

fectly done. That perfect copy is 
typed into the computer by the 
teacher, and the children pre- 
pare illustrations to accompany 
the text. When all the students 


have finished and the books are 
bound—a process that takes 
weeks—parents are invited to a 
publishing party at which all the 
stories are read aloud. 

"This way they get to see writ- 
ing as a process as they go along, 
to understand that when they 
write they are not finished at the 
last sentence," says Powell, whose 
students are eager participants in 
the project. One of them, seven- 
year-old Jack Schneider, says, 
"I'm a writer and when I grow 
up 1 want to write children's 
books." He likes to discuss his 
plots with his parents and says of 
the demanding project, “165 really 
more fun than hard." 

Most students enjoy dramatic 
progress. After six months the 
first and second graders achieve 
third and fourth grade reading 
levels. It's natural, claims Powell, 
who says, "When children think 
of themselves as writers they are 
empowered to learn."

How much housework do children do? 


r ven though parents place 
great importance on chil- 
dren developing responsibility 
by helping with household 
chores, sons and daughters 
contribute less than one third 
of the total hours spent clean- 
ing the home each week, ac- 
cording to the findings of The 
Johnson Wax Survey on the 
State of the American Home. 

Of the 1400 households 
polled, 79 percent said they 
believe strongly that having 
children perform chores in- 
creases their sense of respon- 
sibility. However, sons and 
daughters under age 17 spend 
between two and three hours 
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per week on housework, com- 
pared with 11 hours spent by 
their mothers. (Note: When 
the averages for boys and girls 
were separated out, sons 
spent 1.9 hours on household 
chores, while daughters spent 
3.4 hours on housework.) 
According to Dr. Janice 
Hogan, Ph.D., chair of the 
Family Economics and Home 
Management Section of the 
American Home Economics 
Association, the fact that sons 
and daughters aren't assum- 
ing more responsibility may 
be because their parents, par- 
ticularly their mothers, have 
less time to teach them about 


home care. "If you ask chil- 
dren to perform home chores, 
it takes support, coaching and 
reward. Many women who 
work outside the home think 
itis simply more efficient to do 
it all themselves," she says. 

(Incidentally, fathers, on 
average, spend four hours per 
week on household chores. 
Their contributions are main- 
ly in the areas typically 
associated with men—yard 
work, home repairs, and tak- 
ing out the trash.) 


What to do when

oor grades can be

scissors and lots of paper; dress- 
up clothes, and outfits for fantasy 
play; and, for older children, the 
opportunity to explore in the kit- 
chen and in the garage workshop. 

What children seem to be 
missing are the opportunities for 
independent discovery—the 
kind that offers excitement and a 
personal sense of accomplish- 
ment. The key is to provide a 
great deal of unstructured time. 

Parents should be alert, how- 
ever, to the difference between 
boredom and other problems. 
“Listen to the underlying mood, 
to the tone when a child says he 
or she is bored,” says Foster. “lf 
it's a ho-hum, what’s-there-to-do- 
attitude, send them exploring. 
But if you hear sadness, frus- 


tration, anger, or if the boredom 
seems associated with school 
or with a weekend away from 
home, there may be something 
else going on.” 

Foster finds that children 
often say they are bored with a 
subject just to preserve their self- 
esteem. "You won't hear a child 
say, ‘Gee, Dad, I’m having trou- 
ble with math. | wonder if I need 
a tutor. You're more likely to 
hear, ‘I hate math. It’s so boring.’ 
A child doesn’t like to admit he 
can't do something. Talk to the 
child's teacher to find out more," 
Foster says. 

| a parent detects anger or 
frustration, he should say 
something like, "You dont 
sound bored, you sound mad. 
How are you bored? What do 
you mean?" 

If these efforts don't bring 
answers, parents should have 


their child seen by their pediatri- 
cian, advises Lederer, to help 
rule out physical causes and to 
explore other possible reasons 
for the boredom. But in most 
cases, the best cure for boredom 
is a healthy dose of wide open, 
unstructured free time. Ah, the 
possibilities.

roots in a semi-vaudevillian tradition of car- 
nivals, casinos and conmen. 

Anderson's parents were divorced when he 
was a child. Both of his parents were gamblers; 
his mother subsequently became one of the 
first female card dealers in Las Vegas during 
the 1950s. By the time he was 17, Anderson 
had lived in a dozen states, moving from city to 
city between his mother's various jobs. 

"In Chicago there was a hotel called The 
Ambassador," Anderson recalls. "It had a room 
called the Pump Room, where the old guys 
would go and play cards. They made a definite 
impression on me; that's where I saw my first 
card tricks. 

"| was also drawn to magic," Anderson con- 
tinues, "because it was something l could prac- 
tice all by myself, hour after hour, day after 
day. Its not a team sport." An autodidact, 
Anderson trained himself from the age of eight 
with dime-store magic tricks and gags from 
novelty shops and mail-order houses. 

The act Anderson created was a mix of magic 
and mystery, cons and comedy. Like many 
performers with rough childhoods, he devel- 
oped a sense of humor about his background 
and incorporated it in his routine. His comedic 
nature was influenced by the "bizarre and fun- 
ny" carnival geeks he watched as a child. (One 
of his boyhood heroes was a carnival legend 
named Bill, the three-eyed geek.) 

"The emphasis was on effect," Anderson 
says. "I did linking rings, cups and balls, pick- 
pocketing, and oh...pounding a nail up my 
nose with my shoe, and eating a live guinea 
pig. It's got more dark meat than a hamster. 
Just kidding." 

Anderson's colorful youth served him well. 
After graduating from North Hollywood High 
as class valedictorian in 1970, he made San 
Franciscos Union Square his home base. 
Anderson describes himself as "kind of a hippy 
prankster—I was trouble back then." 

In the late 1960s and "70s came the great 
resurgence of street performing across the 
country, and San Francisco was soon the cap- 
ital of the "new vaudeville." Anderson palled 
around with a group of eccentric performers, 
such as H.P. Lovecraft, "à magician whose 
specialty was his name," a performer known as 
the Human Jukebox, and a comedian named 
A. Whitney Brown (now a regular on Saturday 
Night Live). Anderson's own routine was a 
melange of sly banter, sorcery, and sleight of 
hand—all with a '40s-style conman delivery. 
But his real forte was the shell game. 

"You have a pea and three shells," Anderson 
explains. "You have to guess which shell the 
pea is under—and five'l get ya’ ten, ten'll get 
ya twenty. You just bally-hoo. Whoever comes 
up, you go for." 

But performing on the streets was then il- 
legal in San Francisco, and Harry the hustler 
ran into some problems with the law. "I landed 
in jail a couple times, got a broken jaw once," 
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he says, adding, “I once even spent three 
nights in the drunk tank in New Orleans. But I 
deny it all,” he laughs, “I really come from East 
Rolling Hills Estates." 

The laws changed while Anderson was in 
san Francisco— 1 was part of the renaissance 
of it [new vaudeville]," he says—and after hav- 
ing his jaw wired shut for six weeks, Anderson 
scaled his hustler routine down to a comedy 
and magic demonstration, passing the hat after 
each performance. 

Itching for a change, he moved north to Ash- 
land, Oregon, home of the celebrated Oregon 
Shakespearean Festival. Soon Anderson was 
working on special effects, doing lawn shows 
before curtain, and carrying spears during 
various productions. So how did his acting 
career take off? 

Like many Hollywood tales, it was a com- 
bination of chance and Anderson's undeniable 
talents. First he landed a number of small 
screen and TV roles, including several ap- 
pearances on Saturday Night Live. Then his 
days as a conman finally paid off when a 
member of the production team of Cheers 
recognized Anderson in a night club as the 
hustler who had conned him 10 years earlier in 
San Francisco. 

He subsequently appeared on several epi- 
sodes of Cheers as the mischievous Harry the 
pickpocket, a role which eventually led to an 
"audition" for Night Court. Anderson explains, “I 
never really auditioned. | have a feeling the 
powers that be said 'give him the part.' I think 
Brandon Tartikoff is my guardian angel." 

The role of Judge Harry T. Stone is tailor- 
made for Апдетзоп 5 background. He's been 
known to relieve courtroom tension by ad- 
libbing magic tricks on air. "Usually the script 
says, Harry does something stupid, and that's 
all it'll say—and I have to fill it in." 

Anderson’s four-year role as the laid-back, 
off-beat judge has gained him star status. “Of 
any experience you can have on TV, Night 
Court has to be about the best,” he says. “It's a 
great group of people. No one's a primadonna, 
everybody's cool." He adds chuckling, "It beats 
putting on an orange vest and picking up litter 
off the freeway." 

For a man who started out as a con artist on 
the sidewalks of San Francisco, Harry Anderson 
has come a long way. His dynamic career— 
rooted in carnival tents and gambling halls, 
with a group of eccentric performers as his 
peers—mirrors the vaudeville tradition itself. 
For Anderson and many other performers, the 
new vaudeville movement has been a training 
ground, offering talented young artists a chance 
to rise from obscurity to stardom.

hildren are doers, not viewers," says 
Raffi, the popular children's musician 
and star of The Disney Channel special, 
Raffi in Concert with the Rise and Shine Band.

Raffis uniquely silly flair, added to the 
familiarity of his lyrics, makes for an energetic 
show where children arid their parents join in 
on the fun. “l love seeing the grown-ups letting 
their hair down!

napped by river pirates. In an exciting finale 
the daring band of "good old boys" must brave 
a spooky old abandoned mansion and its eerie 
inhabitants during a hurricane in order to 
rescue their pal. 

Good Old Boy recreates the childhood world 
of author Willie Morris, who grew up in Yazoo 
City, Mississippi, where the film is set. It was an 
outdoor world of Burma Shave signs and dusty 
dirt roads, sprawling cotton fields and 
overgrown marshes, secluded water holes and 
small town stadiums. As a boy Morris swam, 
fished, and dreamed of one day becoming a big 
league ball player. 

The evocation of "the simple life" in Good 
Old Boy also appealed to another of the film's 
stars, Richard Farnsworth. Farnsworth portrays 
the sympathetic Grandpa Percy, whose wis- 
dom and sensitivity help Willie understand the 
world around him. 

“I take my own grandson fishing every sum- 
mer," says Farnsworth, whom viewers know 
as the kindly "Matthew Cuthbert" in the Emmy 
Award-winning miniseries Anne of Green 
Gables. “I guess | thought about that a lot while 
making this movie." 

Also starring with Richard Farnsworth in 
Good Old Boy are Maureen O'Sullivan and the 
late, gifted actress Anne Ramsey. 

Ramsey, nominated for an Academy Award 


last year for her unforgettable performance as 
Momma in Throw Momma From the Train, 
here gives an equally memorable performance 
as "The Hag," the leader of a band of river 
pirates. The chance to play a spirited creature 
who may or may not have supernatural powers 
was irresistible for Ramsey. “l love this kind of 
role," she noted in an interview before her 
death last August. "I like to let this type of 
character grow inside me and then, when the

camera is rolling, just let it explode out." 
Maureen O'Sullivan, whose long and illustri- 
ous career ranges from the original Tarzan the 
Ape Man to Woody Allen's Hannah and Her 
Sisters, also stars as Percy's amusingly eccen- 
tric sister, Aunt Sue. Of her character O'Sullivan 
smiles and says, "She's not crazy or neurotic or 
any of those things. She's just pleasantly ditzy." 
Good- Old Boy was filmed entirely in and 
around Natchez, Mississippi. Once one of the 
wealthiest and most opulent cities of the old 


South, Natchez still boasts some of the area's 
most spectacular antebellum homes and re- 
mains a living museum of American history. 

One of the intriguing locations used in the 
filming of Good Old Boy was the plantation 
known as Longwood. Longwood was begun in 
1858 by a physician who hired the finest Penn- 
sylvania craftsmen for its construction. When 
the Civil War broke out in 1861, however, the 
craftsmen fled home. 

The workers’ tools still lie where they were 
discarded, and most of the interior of the man- 
sion has remained unfinished to this day. In 
the film Longwood serves as the spooky hide- 
out of the river pirates and is the site of a thrill- 
ing nighttime chase sequence that is set during 
a violent storm. 

Surrounded by so much history and nature, 
it was inevitable that for the younger actors in 
the film, the Mississippi location proved that the 
joys of yesterday's "simple life" can still corn- 
pete with today's sophisticated lifestyles. 

More than once conversations about skate- 
boarding, a favorite sport "back home,” quickly 
changed to animated debates on the location of 
the best fishing hole or tales of strange animals 
glimpsed disappearing into thick underbrush. 

"It was great," says Los Angeles native Ryan 
Francis, his obvious pleasure dominating his 
freckled face. "Some of the local kids showed 
us where to fish, swim, and climb trees. There 
were so many neat animals, too. | saw arma- 
dillos, tortoises, possums, hawks, snakes...and 
more kinds of bugs than you could name."

Created with the coopera- 
tion of the Kennedy family, it draws 
on rare photographs and home 
movies from the Kennedy family 
collection, as well as period news footage. This three-hour documentary 
is the fullest film biography yet created of John Kennedy. 

Airing in three parts on consecutive Sundays at 9:00 p.m. (Eastern/ 
Pacific time), the documentary begins on November 6 with the premiere 
of The Man Who Would Be President: 1917-1956. The story begins in 
Ireland, with Kennedy's family roots. The program chronicles his family's 
arrival in America, and its climb up the Boston social ladder to a position 
of political prominence. The program then recreates the flavor of the 
times in 1917—the year of John Kennedy's birth. 

The Man Who Would Be President traces Kennedy's youth and 
maturation, interspersing rare film footage with interviews with family 
members such as Rose Kennedy. The cameras follow Kennedy through 
prep school to Harvard. In the 1930s, when his father was serving as U.S. 
Ambassador to Great Britain, the Harvard student visited his family in

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England. That visit and his interest in history led to the publication of 
Кеппеду first book, Why England Slept, about the English policy of 
appeasing Hitler in the late 1930s.

The following Sunday, November 13, Part Il of JFK: А Celebration of 
His Life and Times premieres with The Race for the White House: 
1957-1961. Again drawing on its extraordinary wealth of sources, the 
documentary traces Kennedy's shrewd political maneuvering to first win 
the Democratic nomination and then the presidency, as well as the 
growth of his own family—a family whose image played a paramount 
part in John Kennedy's approach to political campaigning. 

Indeed, The Race for the White House is a portrait of a halcyon time. As 
John Kennedy and his brother Robert carefully lay out their political 
strategy and tactics, the special interweaves images of Kennedy the fami- 
ly man. There is the family compound at Hyannisport, the arrival of 
Kennedy's first child, Caroline, the portraits of a close-knit and loving 
family. And finally there is the exhilaration—and ordeal—of the primary 
and presidential campaigns, culminating in John Kennedy's narrow vic- 
tory over Richard Nixon. 

JFK: A Celebration of His Life and Times concludes on November 20 
with The Presidency and the Legacy. This hour follows Kennedy through 
the 1,037 days of his administration. lt traces the triumphs and the 
tragedies of his term in office, the days of crisis and decision, from the

The Making of the President 1960 
While JFK: A Celebration of His Life and 
Times paints a portrait of John Kennedy the 
man, David Wolper's acclaimed special focuses 
in large part on John Kennedy, the politician. 
(The Making of The President premieres Oc- 
tober 23.) Based on Theodore H. White's Pulitzer 
Prize-winning book—and written by White— 
the special follows the electoral campaign of 
1960 from its beginnings in the primaries. 
lt was a year that promised great changes. 
Dwight Eisenhower was finishing his second 
term as president. The nation had enjoyed 
eight years of prosperity —and faced challenges 
abroad. The nature of American society was 
changing—jet travel linked the East Coast with 
the West. The demographic makeup of the na- 
tion was shifting. And old wrongs were again 
exposed to national attention with the 
burgeoning of the Civil Rights movement. 
Into this arena came John Kennedy, young, 
hopeful, and ambitious. Competing against 
him for his party's nomination were Hubert 
Humphrey of Minnesota and Lyndon Johnson 
of Texas. The Making of the President 1960 
skillfully follows the twists and turns of the 
primary campaigns, as Kennedy outmaneuvered 
those opposition forces to his candidacy to 
secure the nomination in Los Angeles. 
Perhaps nowhere are the changes in Ameri- 
can society over the last quarter century so 
apparent as in the account of Kennedy's con- 
test for the presidency with Richard Nixon. 
Chief among those changes was television, and 
1960 was the year that television made its im- 
pact on politics. To this day, many historians 
and social critics feel that the crucial difference 
in the election was the four televised Kennedy- 
Nixon debates. For the first time, Americans saw 
the men who hoped to govern the nation de- 
bating on TV. And the outcome, so conven- 
tional wisdom goes, is that Kennedy's wit and 
ease before the cameras carried greater impact 
than Nixon's presence. In any case, by the time 
the ballots had been counted, John Kennedy 
was President—winning by a scant 118, 550 
votes out of 68, 335, 642 total ballots cast. 
"Theodore H. White was a brilliant writer," 
David Wolper, the show's producer, said in a 
recent interview. "He transformed the political 
process, both in his book and in the documen- 


tary, into something out of high drama." 
Wolper adds, "Sadly, the special was produced 
to air in December of 1963, and then came the 
Kennedy assassination. 1 didn't know what to 
do. But Teddy White insisted that it be aired. 
He did an introduction for the special, explain- 
ing its purposes. He felt that John Kennedy 
would have wanted it that way." 


The Making of the President 1964 

John F. Kennedy was a highly popular 
president—but popularity did not translate into 
effective passage of his programs. A Kennedy 
legacy remained, most importantly in the area 
of civil rights legislation. And that legacy was 
paramount in the 1964 campaign. (The Making 
of The President 1964 premieres October 30.)

The contenders were Lyndon Johnson, 
Kennedy’s successor, and Senator Barry 
Goldwater. Ironically, before his death, 
Kennedy had foreseen that the senator from 
Arizona would be his likely opponent. The 
1964 campaign, with Johnson carrying the 
fallen Kennedy’s banner, was an electrifying 
one between two very different men with 
opposing ideas. In the end, it was Johnson who 
prevailed in a crushing landslide. 

One crucial difference between the two Mak- 
ing of the President specials is the way in which 
they were made. The Making of the President 
1960 was created years after the campaign. For 
The Making of the President 1964, the events of 
the campaign were filmed as they were occur- 
ring, thanks to the agreement of both Johnson 
and Goldwater. 

“That was thanks to Teddy White,” David 
Wolper explains. “We began work well in ad- 
vance of the primaries. Because he was held in 
such high esteem as a historian—remember, 7he 
Making of the President was not only a bestseller 
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but had won the Pulitzer—both camps agreed to 
allow our filming in their presence. It added a 
new dimension to the program." 


Kennedy vs. Khrushchev 

Originally created as part of Men in Crisis, a 
series of documentaries created by Wolper, 
Kennedy us. Khrushchev examines the qualities 
required of an international leader. (Kennedy 
us. Khrushchev airs after The Making of the 
President 1960.) The situation for that examina- 
tion is the Cuban Missile crisis of 1962. 

In October of 1962, American intelligence 
overflights of Cuba revealed that sites were be- 
ing constructed to house Soviet strategic 
missiles. That discovery brought the world to 
the brink of nuclear war. For long, agonizing 
days the situation hung in the balances. Both 
sides traded bluff and rhetoric, maneuver and 
counter-maneuver. Would the Soviets heed 
Kennedy's declaration of a naval blockade? If 
they refused, would shots be fired? Should the 
missiles be removed by military action? And, 
given the worst situation, what were the possi- 
bilities of nuclear exchange? 


A Nation of Immigrants 

In 1967, David Wolper turned his talents to 
creating a documentary based on John 
Kennedy's book А Nation of Immigrants. The 
one-hour special, which airs following Part I of 
JFK: A Celebration of His Life and Times, is 
more than a paean to the "huddled masses 
yearning to be free." It faithfully sets forth an 
account of those succeeding waves of immigra- 
tion that created America. 

А Nation of Immigrants begins with a very 
poignant introduction. Standing at Ellis Island, 
Robert F. Kennedy quotes his late brother: "We 
are all a nation of immigrants." Included in the 
special program is footage of John 
Kennedy's visit to Ireland, a visit to the town 
his great-grandfather had left for the promise of 
America. Of the many who came to this 
nation—16 million passed through New York's 
Ellis Island—Robert Kennedy soberly remarks 
"they brought the most precious thing they 
had—themselves." A Nation of Immigrants is 
an inspiring hour. As one elderly man explains 
on camera, "I did not come to America because 
I was hungry for food. | came because | was 
hungry for freedom. Freedom is my food."

For many Americans, John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy and his presidency is but at best a dis- 
tant memory. For others, there are no 
memories at all, only the remembrances of 
elders or the clips that may flicker briefly across 
a television screen, robbed of immediacy and 
importance. Others do remember, be it the 
days of the Cuban Missile crisis or where they 
were, Friday afternoon, November 22, when 
they first learned that the President had been 
shot—and later, was dead. Remembering JFK 
is a vital history lesson, a chance for us to look 
backward into time at the American nation and 
the man who, for 1,037 days, embodied its 
brightest hopes and aspirations. W

Бо fairy tales, books for the young 
reader: they've been a source of inspiration 
for the movies since the days of the silent 
screen. And like the literary works on which 
they're based, such films have proved popular 
with all ages. Indeed, it can be argued that the 
phrases "classic children's book" or "classic 
children's film" are misnomers. For the book 
or movie that stimulates the imagination of the 
child is likely to haunt the mind of the adult, re- 
maining a continuing source of pleasure and 
entertainment over the years. 

Beginning October 15, The Disney Channel’s 
Weekend Family Theater presents Storybook 
Cinema. Every Saturday at 7:00 p.m. (Eastern/ 
Pacific time), Storybook Cinema features а fami- 
ly film based on a classic of children's literature. 
Four of these movies are animated—three are 
musicals—and all will delight viewers re- 
gardless of age.

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What makes a work for the young reader a 
classic? First and foremost, there is fidelity to 
life. No matter how removed from the ordinary 
or how fantastical a storyline, the classic holds 
a mirror to experience, illuminating either the 
world outside or the inner world of feelings and 
imagination—or both. These qualities allow a 
book to endure, providing joy, entertainment, 
and often profound truths for both the young 
reader and his grown counterpart. 

Of course, many esteemed classics of chil- 
dren's literature weren't intended as "children's 
books" in the first place. For example, Grimms’ 
Fairy Tales, the inspiration for the delightful 
musical Once Upon a Brothers Grimm (its 
premiere on October 15 inaugurates Storybook 
Cinema), was originally published as a scholar- 
ly work, complete with long, academic notes. 

The Grimms' work was immediately popular. 
Grimms’ Fairy Tales, as the collection is known 


in English, became the standard for fairy tales. 
The Grimms’ selection included such classics 
as “Rapunzel,” “Hansel and Gretel,” “Snow 
White,” and "Rumpelstiltskin." And while ex- 
perts have decried fairy tales for their often 
cruel story lines, they have never ceased to 
reach the imaginations of children. 

One wonders what Jonathan Swift, the 
Anglican divine and brilliant satirist, would 
have made of the fact that Gulliver's Travels 
(which airs October 22) would one day be 
known as a work for children. The book is one 
of the most acute and savage satires ever com- 
posed, in English or any other language. 

In it, Swift takes aim at the pompous, over- 
weening society of his era. And he hits his 
targets every time. But the way in which Swift 
satirizes 18th century English society is so witty, 
that abridged editions delight young audiences 
to this day, long after the demise of Swift's 
political victims. Who, afterall, would not be 
amused by the way officials are chosen in 
Lilliput—with the foreign minister being the 
man who can best walk a tight rope? 

The 20th century has proved a particularly 
fertile period in great children's literature. On 
October 29, Storybook Cinema presents the 
premiere of the Children's Television Work- 
shop's animated film version of The Lion, The 
Witch and The Wardrobe.That book, written 
by C.S. Lewis, has long been regarded as one of 
the finest achievements in children's literature.

The Hobbit is a tale of courage—not the 
courage of great men, the legendary heroes, 
but rather the courage that ordinary men and 
women discover in extraordinary times. Set in 
what Tolkien would later describe as "Middle 
Earth," it concerns the adventures of one Bilbo 
Baggins, who lives in The Hill. 

Baggins is recruited by Gandalf the Wizard 

a "burglar." In that role, he accompanies the 
wizard and Thorin, king of the dwarves, and 
his men in a quest to recover the dwarves' 
treasure, which has been stolen by the dragon 
Smaug. Baggins, a very ordinary sort of fellow, 
proves both his courage and resourcefulness 
on the quest. 

One of the finest contemporary writers for 
children is Roald Dahl. (Willy Wonka and the 
Chocolate Factory, based on Dahl's novel 
Charlie and the Chocolate Factory, premieres 
on Storybook Cinema on November 19.) His 
work has enormous appeal with children—if 
not always with their parents. Eerie, intense, 
often foreboding, a Dahl work has a definite 
"atmosphere." 

Consider Charlie and the Chocolate Factory. 
А small boy lives with his parents and both sets 
of grandparents. They are so poor there is 
never enough to eat, and the grandparents all 
sleep in one bed. The only treat of the year is 
the chocolate bar that Charlie always receives 
on his birthday. 

Imagine then the surprise and wonder when 
the reclusive Mr. Willy Wonka, the great genius 
of candy, announces a tour of his chocolate fac- 
tory for the five lucky children who find a 
golden ticket in one of his candy bars. Charlie 
wins a ticket—and with his grandfather enters 
the mysterious world of Willy Wonka. The 
novel is an ironic and eerie cautionary tale— 
and Dahl's book remains one of the most 
popular works ever published for children. 
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Storybook Cinema offers Disney Channel 
subscribers a rare opportunity.
